Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1 95 9« 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the  population  has 
again  decreased,  from  3330  in  1 958  to  3320  in  1 959* 

The  birth  rate  (11.8)  is  lower  than  last  year  (14*7)  and  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (1  8.5). 

The  death  rate  (12.6)  is  higher  than  last  year  (11.0)  and  higher 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.6). 

Again  as  for  many  years  past  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  in 
diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 

There  has  been  further  damage  to  Council  water  mains  throughout 
the  district  and  slight  damage  to  Council  Houses  in  the  Swee thill 
area,  due  to  mining  subsidence. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  maintain  satisfactory  effluents  from 
the  three  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district. 

Consultant  Engineers  are  preparing  a report  dealing  with  the 
serious  overloading  etc.,  at  the  Donisthorpe  Lane  Works. 

Five  houses  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  one  was 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Council  Houses  is  74  and  the 
number  received  during  the  year  was  35. 

The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  shops  and  cqnteens  in  the 
district  is  very  satisfactory. 

Good  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  implementing  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Reulations  1 955. 

There  were  93  cases  of  infectious  diseases  of  which  91  were 
Measles,  1 was  Whooping  Cough  and  1 Pneumonia.  Most  of  the  cases  of 
Measles  occurred  during  May, 

I am  pleased  that  the  number  of  children  receiving  immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  remains  high.
